Harris regards the highlight of his career as the time when he 
played against Santos, at the Sportsground. 

“There was a tremendous crowd watching us as we played against 
the greatest in the world, the renowned Pele,” he said. 

And his most difficult opponent? 

“Phil O’Connor,” he says, without hesitation. 

“He is fast, very skillful and is prepared to take you on. He is 
still a top player and I rate him more highly than anyone in the 
present Australian squad.” 

Harris is glad about his move to Blacktown. 

“It’s great,” he says. “I am enjoying my game more this year 
than I did for the last two or three years at St, George. I believe the 
change has extended my career by at least three years, 

“There is tremendous team spirit and the supporters give us all 
they have. 

“They are quick to show their appreciation when we are playing 
well and continue to remain loyal to us and barrack for us when things 
are not going our way. 

“And as for the kids, I’ve never seen such enthusiasm.
